TALKS BY THOSE WHO THINK
CALLING attention to the crimes of Nathan Leopold Jr. 

and Richard Loeb, charged with blood-lust murder, Dr. 
LJewellys Barker, professor of clinical medicine at Johns 
Hopkins University, in a recent address pleaded for an 

awakening of the public mind to the prev- 
DISCUSSES alence of mental disorders and need for wide* 

CHICAGO spread educational efforts toward prevention, 
CRIME as against current public satisfaction with in­ 

stitutional systems of incarceration and treat­ 
ment. He drew a startling picture of the mental health of 
the United States.

"If the public could be accurately informed," he said, 
"of the prevalence of abnormal thought, feeling and be- 

. havior in the United States, such indifference as now exists 
regarding prevention would become inconceivable. If the 
public fully realized how much insanity, mental deficiency, 
criminality and incapacity for social effectiveness actually 
exists, and how easily much of these could be prevented 
by the adoption of wise measures that are practicable, even 
in the present state of knowledge, one cannot but feel that 
apathy would be displaced by activity and that a vigorous 
prophylactic campaign through education and legislation 
would be peremptorily demanded."

Discussing the relation of precocity to abnormality and 
the necessity for supervision of the mental health of stu­ 
dents in schools and colleges, Dr. Barker cited the case of 
the Chicago youths as an example.

"It is a matter for the gravest consideration," he said, 
"through ill-regulated immigration on the one hand and 
through the relatively insufficient fertility of the mentatty 
superior stocks on the other, that the general level of 
intelligence and character in the United States is bound 
to fall unless we take the necessary steps to prevent it. 

"As race-hygienists with biological training and under­ 
standing have made clear to us, the decay of a people com­ 
posed of a mixture of superior and inferior stocks can be 
combated either by diminishing the fertility of those who 
are below average capacity or by increasing the fertility, of 
those above the average capacity. Of the two methods 
the latter is probably of far greater importance than the 
former, but the task of devising methods by which the 
capable can be induced to become adequately fertile is 
not an easy one.

"The future of the American people has already been 
definitely jeopardized in the past by the importation of 
large numbers of slaves of the colored race; by the ad­ 
mission of hordes of derivatives of inferior hereditary stocks 
through lack of effective supervision, and other legislative 
policies that favor the proletariazation of the population 
rather than the improvement of its innate endowments. 
Many of these errors can never be retrieved, but corrective 
measures should wherever possible be employed in order 
to prevent the extinction of the best constituents of our 
mixture of racial stocks."

FRED W. UPHAM of Chicago, treasurer of the Republican 
* national committee for six years, who resigned his post 
as the Republican forces gathered in Cleveland, quit be­ 
cause his wife wanted him to. He didn't want to himself,

W. warrant it. Mrs. Upham accompanied him to 
UPHAM the national convention. Last winter Mr. 

Upham went to the southwest and the Pa­ 
cific coast, returning in much better physical condition. 
A recent examination by physicians had been reassuring. 
But Mrs. Upham urged him to relinquish some of his bur­ 
den. He is the head of the Consumers Company, one of 
the large corporations of the country.

For twenty years Mr. Upham has been the financial 
genius of the Republican national committee by reason of 
his chairmanship of the Chicago convention committee, 
which made arrangements for the five national conven­ 
tions held there. He became treasurer of the national 
committee in 1918:

In 1904, the first year the convention was held in Chi­ 
cago, the arrangements cost $70,000. In 1916 the cost 
was $110,000, and in 1920 the expense had increased to 
more than $150,000.

Mr. Upham's interest in national politics never has 
waned in thirty-two years. He has been a delegate to 
the national convention a number of times, first in 1892 
from Wisconsin. He was westeni treasurer of the national 
committee in the Taft campaign in 1908 and again in the 
Hughes campaign of 1916. The only elective offices he 
held were those of 'member of the Cook county board of 
tax reviewers for fourteen years, and Chicago alderman.
